The Work of Removing the Debris 
Begun This Morning.

CHARLESTON, S. C., September 8.—Talking 
to the correspondent of the PostT-DISPATCH, 
an old resident painted the following picture 
of the ruined city: 

Here, take this cigar and sit there on that 
rocker and I'll give you a pretty accurate idea 
ot the result of the earthquake. The clock in 
the great tower of the famous St. Michael’s 
stands still, with the hands pointing exactly 
at 9:54½ which tells exactly the moment of the 
worst shock. Beneath the immense tower the 
building is separated geveral inches, and the 
structureisaruin. It was about the center of 
the most violent force. Charleston is a ruined 
city. It is no exaggeration to say that two- 
thirds of the city will have to be pulled down. 
Only three or four smaller brick buildings were 
absolutely destroyed—that is, shaken down to 
the very foundation, butas many as twenty 
three-story buildings have the whole front 
knocked out. In East Bay street I saw a three- 
story house with the entire front from the 
gable roof to the pavement out. The 
rooms looked like those presented in 
houses on the stage. There were 
a bric-a-brac on the mantel, little pictures on 
the wall, the rocking chair drawn to table and 
a smashed lamp onthe floor. Several houses 
presented similar pictures. In King, East 
Gay, Meeting and Broad streets two-thirds of 
the housesare badly wrecked. Indeed, the 
top stories, to use a Hibernicism, are on the 
pavements. The gutters and sides of the 
streets are 

PILED WITH ROOFS AND BRICKS. 

A few instances in detail will suffice to give 
an idea of the force of the shock. Hibernian 
Hall, in Meeting street, isasplendidly built 
two-story building. Before it were 
round pillars of brick, nearly three feet in 
diameter. The pillars were snapped off in the 
middle, and the violence of the fall shattered 
the top halves into separate bricks, tearing 
down a massive iron fence that stood in front, 
and pulling the iron gate-pillars from their 
soldered foundation. The front wall is left, 
with a green harp ona gold background glar- 
ing out inthe full noonas muteas Tara’s 
harp. Across the street is the County 
Auditor’s building, a three-story iron and 
stone structure, known as the fire- proof build- 
ing. Its top story is wrecked. Massive stones 
that were riveted and cemented as coping lie 
crushed on the pavement. 

St. Philips Episcopal Church spire is riddled 
with fissures, and athird of the very highest 
part, where there was a lookout, is torn 
away. Why it does notfallis a wonder, and 
rope around the front warns all of the danger. 
Certainly its whole front, if not the entire 
building, will have to be repaired. 

Across Meeting street, and a square away, 
is the Pavilion Hotel, its corner fac- 
ing two streets. It is an utter 
ruin. Then the splendid Charleston 
Hotel, with its 22 feet in diameter columns, 
running from the pavement to the roof, 
is beyond repair. Five thousand bricks from 
its top story are piled on its pavement. 

Not twenty brick houses in the centre of the 
city escaped serious cracking. A competent 
architect says that two-thirds of 

FULLY A THOUSAND BUILDINGS 

will have to be rebuilt, and that it would bea 
doubtful and dangerous experiment to risk 
inhabiting the other one-third of them with- 
out entire rebuilding. Some few, prob- 
ably one hundred, might be _ repaired. 
Nearly all the houses have a 
three - window front and itis noticeable that 
they are allcracked atthe second story and, 
say at the middle window. This indicates that 
the houses are loosened at every point, and 
that they are beyond repair. Here is where 
the great loss is entailed. 

The people seem less despondent than one 
would expect. Thoy are glad that they are 
aliye—that they were not engulfed alive into 
the bowels of the earth—that they do not think 
of the enormous loss of property. But while 
they have recovered from the panic of Tuesday 
night, fuil mental equilibrium has not been 
restored. Nearly every one seems dazed. 
The coolest man talks excitedly when he tells 
you of the disaster. It is difficult to get a calm 
answer. Notonly are the vast majority so 
nervous that they fear another shock at any 
moment, but they cannot be persuaded to 
sleep in their houses. Ten thousand people 
were sleeping in the open places and in chairs 
last night. Oourtney’s Park and Marion and 
Washington Squares are crowded with people 
lying as thick as sardines in a box. 
Some have mattresses, others straw, some 
blankets and others are lying on the naked 
grass, Every omnibus in town was hired out 
last night. People have them in the middle 
ot the streets, on lots, boards are laid across 
the seats and as many as five or six are jammed 


on mattresses in them.

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the baby wag born. The next day came the 
disaster, and the young mother and infant 
were carried to the equare and laid ona mat- 
tress on the ground. A rude gable end tent 
stretched on sticks keeps but little night air 
off. The shock greatly disturbed the 
mother’s nervous System, and little 
hopes are entertained of her recovery. 

Marion Square, the campus of the cadets, 
covers about forty acres. Four thousand 
people arethere Along every street from 8 
to 10 o’clock could be seen streams of people 


| Carrying blankets, pillows and overcoats to 


make their bed on the campus for the night, 
the little childrentoddling at their mothers’ 
heels, their fathers in the lead with the bed- 
ding. 

The poor classes who depend on daily labor 
for a livelihood are having some deprivations. 
But there ig no want of food anywhere. I saw 
a wagon load of small one and two pound 
blocks of ice driving up Washington Square 
this eveningfor free distribution of ice. The 
September sun and the excitement and nerv- 
ous unrest had worn the people to a low fever. 
They surrounded the wagon and almost 
fought, not in anger, but largely as if famished, 
to getice, Soon, however, all were supplied, 
and the ice was crushed and devoured. Nota 
fifth of it was put in water. | 

There absolutely seems to be no thought of 
the future. Every one is looking for another 
shock. It will be fully a week before the peo- 
ple recover self-conseiousnéss.

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THE SITUATION TO-DAY. 


Almost the Entire Population of Charleston 
Living Out Doors. 


CHARLESTON, S. C,, September 3.—No one at 
the Mills House wasinfured. All the guests 
and other occupants are safe, but it is difficult 
to find them, they being encamped somewhere 
in the streets. The pie this morning have 
apparently thrown | their fear and have 
gone towork clearing up the debris and re- 
moving dangerous Walls.

TWO LIGHT SHOCKS. 

There is no special @hange in the situation 
this morning, but as there were only two 
shocks, and very light ones, during the night, 
there is alittle more confidence than yester- 
day. The sympathetie articles in newspapers 
and offers of aid from different quarters are 
a great encouragement to the stricken 
people of Charleston. The most 
urgent need now is for the 
early repair of injured buildings, 30 as to 
make them habitable. - High winds and heavy 
rain would bring many shattered buildings to 
the ground and injure the hundreds of resi- 
dences which have defectiye roofs. It would 
be of great service H a corps of Government 
engineers could be sehé here at once to exam- 
ine houses and otherWnildings and determine 
which of them can be Safely occupied and al- 
lowed to stand. N

TENTS FOR THE HOMELESS. 

The President has authorized the Secretary 
of War to send here tents, but more than 
that number are needed. It is reported that 
there was a severe sh at Summerville this 
morning, but the repertis not yet authenti- 
cated. Many representatives of leading jour- 
nals are here to write @ and photograph the 
city. 

HOUSES DESERTED. 

The situation is stilideplorable. Rudely im- 
vrovised tents, constructed principally of bed 
clothing, are to be seen everywhere. Few per- 
sons have as yet slept indoors, and the houses 
are deserted as if plague-stricken. Thousands 
have slept with nothing but the canopy of 
heaven above them. After the parks and 
squares were filled last night the in- 
habitants suspended overcoats, bedquilts, 
etc., from fences over the side- 
walks, and thus passed the night. 
Many enjoyed reposé under open umbrellas, 
the handles of which were stuck in the 
ground. The more aristocratic people camped 
in their own yards. The colored people say 
they will not return to their homes until at 
least another night has passed, and they may 
be seen taking their coffee and eating their 
dry bread beside the place where they slept. 

CONFIDENCE RETURNING. 

On the whole, however, it may be said that 
confidence is returning, and should there not 
be a revisitation of the earthquake Charleston 
will be in her usual bustle of business within 
forty-eight hours although inconvenience and 
delay will be experienced for months to 
come. 

READY FOR BUSINESS. 

This morning’s News and Courier announces 
in double-leaded headlines that Charleston is 
ready for business despite the earthquake and 
its ravages; that the warehouses give 
ample accommodations; the wharves are in 
excellent condition, the compresses ars fully 
up to their work, and the merchants and fact- 
ors, undaunted by misfortune, have girded up 
their loins anew for the battie of commercial 
life. Continuing, it says: **Charles- 
ton, we say, is a2 well 
able as ever to transact any business that can 
be obtained, and is as ready as ever to give to 
customers from every part of the country the 
commercial facilities they require and the 
attention and good faith they have a 
right to expect. Letit not be imagined fora 
moment that Charleston is sitting in her ashes 
pewailing the loss of millions. The full con- 
sciousness of the loss is here. It is under- 
stood fully that far more than 
the earnings of a twelyemonth were 
swept away in less than a minute. But 
for all this, and because of this, Charleston is 
only the more determined to maintain the 
commercial position it has won, and is fort- 
unately so situated as tobe able as wellas 
ready to deal successfully with cvery de- 
partment of trade and every branch of busi- 
ness. 

APPEAL FOR MONETARY ASSISTANCE. 

An appeal is made to the City Council for 
monetary assistance inthe form of an appro- 
priation, but the News and Courier admon- 
ishes those who extend aid to confine them- 
selves in doing s0 to people in circumstances 
or conditions rendering them unable now to 
help themselves. 

Very little has been accomplished up to this 
writing to relieve the city of its appearance of 
desolation. As the eye takes in the length of 
a street it is met by heaps of debris 
dt every possible description, bricks, stone, 
plastering, lath, shingles, lumber, and house- 
hold and office furniture, and all kinds of 
building material, in a mass. Whole fronts 
or sides of buildings have fallen out leaving 
the furnishings in some instances intact.

SHAKY BUILDINGS. 

The most alarming feature of the present 
condition of affairs rests in the shaky condi- 
tion of the buildings. Nine-tenths of the 
brick structures are cracked through 
and through, and threaten to 
tumble. The chimneys that have not 
actually fallen are badly careened and would 
fall if touched. A reporter, who has just 
made a tour of that portion of the city most 
disastrously damaged, states that the struct- 
ures damaged are mostly fifty years and more 
of age. 

FRAIL STRUCTURES DEMOLISHED. 

Not a single substantial building was seen 
which had suffered materially from the shock. 
Until some time shall have elapsed and confi- 
dence shall have been fully restored, most of 
the shattered buildings will not be entered as a 
shock at this time would be more disastrous 
than all of those which have already been ex- 
perienced, and the buildings could easily be 
shaken to atoms. An examination of the 
material from the wrecked structures shows 
them to have all been frail. The Charleston 
and one or two of the other leading hotels 
have begun to receive guests, although but a 
small portion of their houses are in @ condi- 
tion to be occupied. 

SEARCHING FOR THE DEAD. 

Inquiries continue to pour in from friends 
of Charlestonians in different parts of 
the country concerning the loss of life. 
The search for the dead is progressing, 
but it is believed that all the bodies have been 
found. This morning the employes of the 
Southern Telegraph Company returned to 
the commodious main office on Broad street, 
cleared up their delayed work and resumed 
service.

A SCIENTIFIC REPORT. 


Prof. Powell’s Statement to the British 
Association, 


WASHINGTON, September 8.—Prof. Powell 
received by cable to-day a request from Sec- 
retary Topley of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science ‘‘to wire chief 
facts of the earthquake. The following was 
sentin reply: 


Topley, British Association, Birmingham, En- 
gland: 

_Earthquake most severe on reeord in the 
United states, and affected greatest area. 
Origin along line of post-guaternary, east- 
ern flanks of Appalachians, espciall 
where it crosses Central Nort 
Carolina. Slight premonitory shocks 
felt in the Carolinas for several days, moder- 
ately severe shocks occurring near Charles - 
ton, August 27 and 28. The principal shocks, 
causing great destruction in Charleston, 
originated in Central North Oarolina August 81 
—9:50 b. m.. 75th meridian time. Thence the 
shocks spread with great rapidity in all direc- 
tions with volicity varying from twenty-five to 
sixty miles a minute, over an area of 900,000 
square miles, one-quarter of the United States 
embracing twenty-eight states, fromthe Gulf 
of Mexicoto the Great Lakes, and Southern 
New Engiand and from the Atlantic seaboard 
to the central Mississippi Valley. 
In the Carolinas it was accom- 
panied by land slides crevasses 


and great destruction of property. Half of 


Charleston in ruins; more than forty lives 
lost. No sea wave yet reported. A second 
moderately severe shock felt at Charles- 
ton, 8:28 a. m., September 1; 
minor shocks followed at increasing intervals. 
The principal shock was felt over this vast 
area within fifteen minutes and may be re- 
corded at some of the principal points ona 
scale of inteasity of five as follows: Raleigh, 
4, at 9:50 p. m.; Charleston, 5, at 9:64; Cedar 
Keys, Fia., 2, at 10:05; Knoxville, 8, at 9:55: 
Memphis, 4, at 9:55; St. Louis, 2, at 10; Milwau- 
kee, 3, at 10:06; Pittsburg, 8, at 10; Albany, 2, 
at 10; Springfield, Mass., 1, at 10; New York, 2, 
at 9:54. POWELL. 
Powell has already received about 
hundred reports from observers in 
various directions respecting the eéarth- 
quake, and several hundred more are 
expected. Their suggestions are to 
be recorded upon maps, which, when 
completed, are expected to show witha close 
approach to absolute accuracy the points of 
origin, culmination and greatest intensity and 
the direction of the several earth movements, 
as wellas the boundary line of the affected 
area.

LonpDon, September 8.—Prince Alexander’s 
submission to the Czar has not produceda 
good impression here. Both the Standard and 
the Daily News accuse him of a want of self- 
respect. The most serious significance lies in 
the fact, which is emphasized by the Vienna 
and Berlin press, that Alexander clearly re- 
gards himself as isolated, and the victim 
of a combination of the three empires. 
In the face of this fact it is useless for the Eu- 
glich press to complain of Alexander’s accept- 
ance as inevitable, especially as our Govern- 
ment has neither the will nor the power to 
take the lead in the question. Nothing can 
save Alexander, as the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of the Times points out, but a distinct 
declaration on the part ofa great power friendly 
to Turkey that it would uphold the Porte’s 
policy. This Iddlesleigh cannot do, because, 
first,there is no sympathy in England with the 
Porte; second, it has given first place in the 
question to the German powers. The general 
opinion here is that the Prince’s letter to the 
Czar will preclude his abdication and the ap- 
pointment of a Russian nominee by agreement 
of the three empires.

Every one of the seats along the embankment 
was full, and there are abouta score of them, 
each holding six persons. The occupants 
were mostly men, but a few were women. 
The waste ground referred to above is a plot 
of nearly 100 yards square, adjoining the new 
city science schools. Itis partly covered by 
timber, but the larger portion is unoccupied. 
All around the wall, men and women and 
even children were stretched out at full 
length on the naked earth or huddled close 
together in the corners asleep. They ap- 
peared to be of all ages, some old and decrepit 
but the majority youths and men in the prime 
of life, while a sprinkling were women and 
children. In one sheltered spot twenty-one 
men and boys lay close together within almost 
as narrow a space as it would be possible to 
pack them.

THE BOSSES AND WORKMEN DETERMINED 
TO FIGHT IT OUT. 


Additions Claimed by the Union Men- 
Stermy Meeting at Turner Hall-No Dan- 
ger of a Beer Famine—Proposal for a Co- 

| Operative Brewery — Fighting Strikers — 
The Situation To-Day. 


The striking brewery hands met at Central 
Turner Hall at 100’clock this morning in ex- 
ecutive session, which lasted two hours. 
There was an attendance of nearly 
60 men at the hall. Chairman 
Schlagen weit called the meeting to order, and 
Mr. Schnieke acted as secretary. The reports 
of committees, informally appointed, were 
called for and the members sta- 
ted that there had been no defec- 
tions among the strikers, but on 
the contrary there had been some accessions 
to the forces since yesterday. Three employes 
at the Green Tree Brewery reported at the hall 
this morning and were taken into fellow - 
ship. The employes at Wainwright’s 
Stifel’s and Schnaider’s continue at work. 
One of tlie strikers, who was acquainted with 


the Wainwright workmen, made a report to 
the meeting, which caused the greatest 
indignation.

into an arrangement with the other broweries 
TO LET OUT THEIR SKILLED WORKMEN 

to take charge of the new-comers, whom the 


bosses propose to introduce into 
the breweries here if the strikers do 
not come to terms. This piece of 


information evoked the most bitter denuncia- 
tion from all sides. The transaction of all 
business was interrupted during the discussion 
of the subject. Anyone who has never 
attended a meeting of German beer brewers 
where a hundred loud-voiced enthcsiasts 
undertake to make denunelatory speeches 
simultaneously, cannot well imagine the 
awfuiness of the scene. Any friends of the 
offending brewery would be moved to suggest 
that the company comply. with the wishes 
of the _ strikers. After an expression 
of views on the subject the partial report of 
a committee appointed to wait on some of the 
largest saloon-keeper customers of the Wain- 
wright Brewery was heard. They stated that 
they had waited on the customers who ex- 
pressed their willingness to discoun- 
tenance the lending out of employes and 
to enforce their views by withdrawing custom 
from the Wainwright company if that company 
went outside to guard other interests than its 
own in the pending fight. The meeting was 
71 4 excited over the report. They claim 
hat the Wainwright 1 has made itself 
specially liable to the ill-will of the workmen 
by this conduct. Some of the speakers also con- 
strued the news as a confession of the 
crippled condition of the breweries, which are 
attempting to work with green hands, who are 
unfamiliar with the business, and in some in- 
stances have no competent workman to direct 
them.

A CO-OPERATIVE BREWING COMPANY 

was discussed at length. It was proposed 
that a company be started with a capital stock 
$250,000, or $600,000, if necessary, 
and that the shares be distributed among 
the saloon-keepers who would thereby be 
freed from the influence of the associated 
breweries. Such a brewery was started in 
Newark, N, J., and according to the reports 
had been successful beyond all expectation. 

The Albany Brewery at San Francisco was 
also cited as another example prooving the 
practicability of the pian. Chairman Schlagen- 
weit strongly favored the project. He said he 

livedin San Antonio, Tex., for several years 
and while there had seen satisfactory evidence 
that the attempt could be made a profitable 
one. Hestated that the saloon keepers at 
San Antonio had tired of the terms given 
by the St. Louis breweries on which 
they were — — gg tor the beer supply. A 
meeting was heid and the brewery started on 
the co-operative plan. They not only secured 
all the trade in San Antonio, but had the 
use of thirty-one railroad cars tosupply the 
demand coming from other parts of the State 
of Texas since 1883, when the venture was 
first tried. These speeches caused 

GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 

The accuracy of the statements was accepted 
without question and good prospects of the suc- 
cess ofsucha plan seemed to strike all the 
workingmen. No definite action was taken 
this morning, but the subject will 
occupy further attention of the strikers.

PHILIP STOCK, 
Secretary of the Brewers’ Association, re- 
ferring to a statement in a morning paper 
the effect that the strike, if 
continued, would injure the brewery 
owners in their failure to supply customers 
said, ‘‘That is very absurd. Beer is never 
sold to the saloons until it is at least four 
months old and most of it is six months old 
before it is used. The Anheuser- 
Busch brewery last month sold 
2,000 barrels of beer. That was not an aver- 
age month ſor in the cooler months the de- 
mand will be much smaller. Now that brew- 
ery has a stock of 125,000 barrels in the cellars. 
The other breweries have stocks in the same 
proportion,Lemp, 75,000 barrels; Wainwright, 
40,000and so on. The sho in brewers 
owing to the strike is not great enough at any 
brewery to decrease the output materially,and 
I doubt if even the warmest weather would re- 
sult in a large decrease of surplus stock. 
The figures the strikers give of the number of 
men out are misieading. Thereare only three 
out ofthe Hyde Park brewery for instance. 
None have left Schnaider’s, Wainwright’s or 
Stifel’s. The loss of men at Lemp’s and An- 
heuser-Busch breweries was not great enough 
to make any impression. You wouldn't know 
there were any gone. 

How did it happen that no men left the 
Wainwright brewery?’’ 

Two months ago his foreman flxed that up. 
He told the men 2 it wouldn't do for 
them to stay in the union, showed them the 
folly of the boycotts, and they all lett it. So 
when this trouble came on there were no 
union men there toetrike. It’s a goed brew- 
ery to workin, and they all like it too well to 
give up a good job just for foolishness.’’ 

Didn't the free beer at that place have 
something to do with their affection for it?’’ 

No; beer was just as free at the other 
breweries. In the two big ones the men are 
limited to a certain number of glasses a day, 
and are given checks to that number, which is 
twenty. At Wainwright’s they have 
no checks. but the men are 
really limited there as much as at Lemp’s or 
Anheuser’s, because if they go to the bur too 
often the man in charge will remember them 
and report the fact to the foreman or refuse 
to give them beer. None of them want more 
than twenty glasses a day. 

THE BREWERY OWNERS DETERMINED. 

The brewery owners ox s their intention 
to hold out until the strikers yield. They are 
unanimous in the opinion that the strike is 
not justified, asthe men had no grievances 
to present when asked for them in some in- 
stances. They refuse to give their plans, but 
it is said will fill the vacancies by importing 
workmen trom other places.

summer sport. But it is not tne heat 
of the sun which brings out the striking origi- 
nality of the Rochester editor. It takes sun 
spots to stir up his genius. In an editorial of 
the same issue the Democrat and Chronicle 
says: 

But the spots marking the great disturb- 
ance on the sun had not appeared yesterday, 
although the sun’s edge was disturbed over a 
great space. There was a sudden fall of 
barometer and rise of temperature in Dakota 
yesterday, indicating that the full influence of 
the great sun disturbance is about to be dis- 
played. 

There is no doubt as tothe scientific ac- 
curacy of the above. The sun wisely affects 
Dakota first asa region which will stand almost 
anything. Doubtiess Dakota grasshoppers 
had their direct origin in sun spots. It is just 
possible that if those who wish to make Dakota 
a State should get the sun spots on their side 


they might accomplish their object. The 
disturbance, having toyed awhile with 
Dakota, will then come East. If it should 


happen to meet Wiggins’ storm on tbe 
way there would be an atmospheric contest 
which would excite interest even in the great 
West, cloyed as itis with energetic cyclones. 
But, whatever may happen, we implore the 
Rochester sun-spot editor to keep on with his 
investigations. If the sun ig really broken 
out with spots there fs something wrong with 
the great luminary and the earth may catch 
the disease. 

Taking the sun spots and the recent red 
sunsets together, there seems little doubt that 
the centre of our system needs a blood puri- 
fier. Meanwhile the only resource for our 
little planet lies in cleanliness and sanitary 
precautions.

Gen. Rawlins’ Statue. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., September 8.—At the 
last session of Congress there was appropriated 
$10,000 for the purpose of removing the statue 
of Gen. Rawlins from the obscure and un- 


sightly place in the lower part of the city, toa 
more suitable one in close proximity to 
the public buildings. It has een 
the general wish of a great majority of the 
citizens that it be located immediately in front 
of tne War Department on Pennsylvania 
avenue. As a statue of Stanton is to be placed 
on one side of the entrance to the depart- 
ment, it has been regarded that the other side 
would be the proper and available site for that 
of the late Gen. Rawlins. There is a scheme 
on foot, however, to have it located in front of 
the Center Market-house in the little low 
flat marsh between the building and Pennsy!l- 
vania avenue. Among those owning the market 
building are ex-Secretary ofthe Navy Chand- 
ler, ex- Mayor Emery and Gen. Ordway. The 
officers and proprietors of the market building 
have long since been 23 to have the Gov- 
ernment and the city improve the park and 
obliterate or bridge over the little 
waterway which passes through it. 
The $10,000 appropriated likewise provide for 
the improvement of the site selected. This 
amount would do much towards providing the 
park with the necessary improvements, and 
of course, would materially add to the value 
of the Market-house property. The appro- 
priation is a large one, as it is estimated by 
experts that the statue can be removed to any 
art of the city and the new location improved 
or $3,000, as no real estate is to be purchased. 
Many citizens are very indignant at the at- 
tempt of Chandler and his associates to thus 
traduce the memory of the illustrious Rawlins 
by utilizing his statue as an ornament to their 
market-house. 


Regulating Invoices. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 3.—The 
Treasury Department bas issued the following 
circular to collectors and others: On and 
after January 1 next, the practice heretofore 


existing in the department under 
instructions of October ll, 1878, 
in permitting parties who pre- 


sent themselves with invoices and bills of 
lading indorsed to them by the parties named 
therein, or iu blank, to make entry in their 
own names as owners, and also of permitting 
entry by parties who appear to have been the 
real purchasers abroad, but to whom the 
merchandise was not consigned by the Dill of 
lading will be discontinued, and entries will 
only be received from partics in whose name 
the merchandise is consigned by the bill of 
lading, or who os to be the rightfui hold- 
ers of bills of lading drawn ‘‘To order.’’ 
Articles 207 and 298 of the regulations will be 
considered as modified accordingly. Entries 
by executors and administrators of deceased 
persons, or the assignees of insolvents, as 
provided in section 2843, R. 8.. will not de 
considered as affected by this circular.

A BLAINE MAN’S VIEWS. 


The Maine Statesman Compared to Giad- 
' stone by an Admirer. 

Editor Moses P. Handy of the Philadelphia 
News, who is a personal friend of James 6. 
Blaine, sat on the piazza of the West End 
Hotel last evening and talked earnestly about 
the affairs of the Plumed Knight. 

‘*Blaine’s cause in Maine and throughout 
the country is boooming,’’ he said. His 
recent pronounced stand on the Prohibi- 
tion questign shows the material of the 
man. 1 have just returned from a visit 


to his home in Maine. We talked over the 
situation thoroughly. In his speech at Sebago 
Lake he placed another plume in his cap by 
defining his position so clearly that even the 
wayfaring man, though a fool, may not err 
therein. Mr. Blaine does not oppose probibi- 
tion, but the third party. Even his position 
on that cannot be taken as affecting the coun- 
try atlarge, for the prohibition question with 
him is now simply a local or State issue, with 
no bearing upon national politics.’’ 

But don’t you think his taking part in this 
campaign and speaking as he did in the pro- 
hibition movement was ill advised?’’ 

No, I can’t say that I do, was the reply. 
‘‘Had Mr. Blaine not entered the field there 
now his party would have regarded him as 
sucking, of evading the all-absorbing ques- 
tion in Maine by silence. Besides, his appear- 
ing brings the Republican forces in that State 
into line better than it could be done by any 
other man in the country. Now, as to the last 


portion of your question. Mr. Blaine’s friends 


say the speech on Prohibition has proselyted 
very many Democrats and swelled the Repub- 


lican ranks. Heis to-day stronger than ever 
in hisown State and can be elected Senator if 
he wishes. 


From a calm survey of the fleid I am con- 
fident that the two party nominees for Presi- 
dent in 1888 will be none other than James G. 
Blaine and Grover Cleveland. Understand me, 
James G. Blaine does not seek the nomina- 
tion, for he told me so. If, however,the part 
wants him, he will accept, and the people will 
undoubtedly elect him. Why was he not 
elected in 1884? I will tell you, strange as it 
sounds, that Mr. Blaine was not surprised at 
his defest. Before that election he showed me 
facts and figures in the minutest detail which he 
said, made him believe that the time for 
electing a Democratic President wus ripe. At 
the time of his nomination Mr. Biaine thought 
he would not be elected. In fact he never ex- 
pected it. Now remember how Mr. Blaine’s 
character and official record were raked over. 
Remember Burchard’s famous alliteration—by 
the way those two are still warm friends—and 
then think that the only thing which stood be- 
tween Mr. Blaine and the Presidential chair 
alter all that was said and done, was a trifling 
matter of only a few hundred votes. It 
showed the popularity of the man. 

Mr. Cleveland is now more 2 than he 
at first was with his party. His policy is more 
conservative and the Democrats regard him as 
their only available candidate in 1888. He still, + 
however, labors under the delusion that he 
owed his election to the Mugwumps, notwith- 
standing that a nation financially depressed 
clamored forachange of policy from end to 
end ofthe Union. He has favored the Mug- 
wumps at every opportunity and has 


made that sore-headed element certain 
concessions which should have been 
received by his own party. Hence 


the disgruntied portion of the Democracy will 
be disaffected over his renomination, and 
votes will be lost to him. Besides, the unset- 
tled condition of labor and capital will be 
turned against him, and as a result the great- 
est man in this country will succeed him in the 
Presidential chair. 

This is in part Mr. Biaine’s view of the 
case. I say, without qualification, that he is 
the greatest man of our nation and time. The 
most important part of Cleveland’s message, 
and that which awakened widest comment, 
was ‘innocuous desuetude.’ Even Demo- 
cratic newspapers begrudged the space it 
occupied in their columns, and he, the Chief 
Magistrate over millions of people. On the 
other hand, Mr. Blaine, out of power, out of 
office, speaks at a little vut-of-the-way place, 
of which but few people heard; and the whole 
country pauses to listen, while even Great 
Britain turns an eager ear. 

Blaine is like Gladstone. The more they 
try to besmirch him the purer does he ſemerge 
from the ordeal. Like Gladstone he is the 
greatest man in his country, even though out 
of power. Mr. Blaine is inclined to smile 
apo e Prohibition party at large. Repub- 
licans#ope that in the Southern states it will 
wax strong, because a third party is the only

_  BUBMISSION. 

The submission plank in the Republican 
platform of Missouri is supposed to leave 
two questions open. One is whether pro- 
hibition is “a proper subject of organic 
law.“ 

This question is answered by the fact 
that Prohlbition has been made a subject 
of organic law in Maine and Rhode 
Island, in Kansas and Iowa and Ohio. No 
one will soberly contend that the people 
of Missouri have no right to legislate on 
a question. which has been passed on by 
the people of other States. 

The second point left open is the ques- 
tion as to whdt constitutes ‘‘a respectable 
number.’’ There is no use trying to evade 
this question, or to laugh at it, or to say 
that it means nothing. 

Opposed as we are to prohibition we 
have the courage to tell the truth, and we 
are compelled to admit, that the number 
of people whonot only consider prohibition 
a proper subject of organic law but who 
want prohibition enforced is already re- 
spectable.” 

The number is more than respectable, 
These people are numbered not by scores, 
nor by hundreds, but by hundreds of 
thousands. They are not all voters, but 
they are all citizens. They have an influ- 
ence; they have the power to make them- 
selves heard, and to attempt to prevent 
their action by evasion or misrepresenta- 
tion is as silly as the attempt to change 
the temperature by putting ice on the 
thermometer. 

Prohibition is an issue and submission 
is an issue, and the best policy in dealing 
with these and all other issues is the policy 
of courage, truth and honesty. The whole 
political existence of this nation is based 
on the idea that the people can be safely 
left to manage their own affairs, and 
this is one of their affairs. To say that 
in Missouri the people have built up the 
Democratic party as a barrier against 
prohibition is ridiculous. They have made 
no political party the keeper of their con- 
sciences in this matter. It is something 
outside of parties, and when it comes to 
circulating the petitions in favor jof sub- 
mission it will be found that there are 
quite as many Democratic names on them 
as Republican ones. 

Our view of this question for years has 
been that the courageous and honest 
course in dealing with it was to meet it 
and give the people a chance to express 
their opinion. We have said that a long 
and unpleasant agitation could be avoided 
by meeting it at the start, and that a vote 
on it would dispose of it for an indefinite 
period. On this as on many other 
points the Democracy of Missouri has 
chosen not to follow our advice, 
and now they have put aclub inthe hands 
of their enemies. This is an off year, 
and no revolutions take place in the off 
years, but the club may be laid by for a 
yearortwo. Then its effects will depend 
on the hands that wield it. But both the 
friends and the enemies of prohibition 
may feel certain of one point. That is, 
that prohibition is not weakened by being 
denied a hearing, just as submission is not 
disposed of by questioning whether itis 
en proper subject of organic law’’ and 
whether ‘‘a respectable number’? of citi- 
zens favor it.

The actual strength of the Mugwump party 
in Massachusetts and elsewhere will never be 
measured until they run a Mugwump candi- 
date on a Mugwump platform. 

So far as statistics show, the Mugwump vote 
is a minus quantity-that is to say, Democrat 
plus Mugwump is less than Democrat alone.

Which party will elect the Senator in Con- 
gress to succeed Warner Miller? The present 
State Senate consists of 20 Republicans 
and 12 Democrats, giving the former a 
majority of 8. To overcome this the Dem- 
ocrats must elect a majority of at least 9 
in the Assembly that is to be chosen this fail. 
In other words, they must elect at least 69 
members. This, with their present 12 Sena- 
tors, would give them the requisite $1 votes on 
joint ballot. If they succeed it must be 
through the ballot, because, of course, the 
Republican Senate will nominate a Republican 
in the first instance, who can only be beaten 
by the ballot in the joint session. 

Can the Democrats elect the sixty-nine As- 
semblymen? They have fifty members in the 
present Assembly. Can they this fall make a 
gainofnineteen? This would be extraordi- 
nary. They have had an absolute majority in 
the Assembly only five times since the Repub- 
lican party wasorganized. If they fail to elect 
the next Senator an event will happen which 
we believe has not yet occurred in the history 
ofthe Government. The President wiil not 
have a Senator of hisown party from his own 
State during his term of oftice.

THE PLAGUE AT BILOXI. 


Action of the New Orieans Board of Health 
—Shot-Gun Quarantines. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., September 8.—At last 
evening’s session of the Board of Healtha 
motion to inaugurate a quarantine against 
Biloxi was brought up. President Holt had 
received a communication from Mayor Guil- 
lotte saying if the Board of Heaith did not de- 
clare a quarantine he would take action him- 
self. The resolution met with strenuous 
opposition from representatives of com- 


mercial interests in the board, but the doc- 
tors finally carried it by a vote of 5 to 3. 
It was urged that if New Orleans did not quar- 
antine Biloxi, other points in the surrounding 
country would quarantine New Orleans. 
Hence, it was more prudent to do a petty 
wrong to another than have a great wrong 
done to this city. Dr. Holt stated it was vitally 
important that the State authorities should 
send its representatives to investigate, as the 
sum of all the evidence indicated yellow 
fever and nothing else. He advised 
that the quarantine against Biloxi be 
deciared after 10 o’clock this morning, 
but that the exodus de ailowed to 
continue, as there were many transients there 
woo had been stopping at some distance from 
the infected district which had been thor- 
oughiy isolated and disinfected. The board 
coneiuded, however, not to declare immediate 
quarantine but to await further developments 
and meantime hold sessions from day to day 
atnoon. Meantime there is a strong feeling 
of dissent from the course pursued dy the 
ofticiais of Louisiana and Mobile. It is notice- 
able that Drs. Holt and Salomon of 
the Louisiana State Board and Dr. Scales, 
health officer of Mobile, are alone in their di- 
agnosis of yellow feverand even thelr find 
is equivocal. On the other hand the | 
practitioner, the eminent authority Formenti 
and old citizens familiar with the local dis- 
eases of the seacoast and its contiguous 
marshes are united against the yellow feve 
hypothesis. Drs. J. J. Lemon and J. W. 
Maybin, the attending physicians, issued a 
circular Tuesday stating that there was 

NO YELLOW FEVER 
and that the disease was bilicusfever. Dr. 
Lemon was of the opinion that the disease was 
eaused by the condition of the neighborhood 
where the sickness took piace. Shrimps were 
thrown overboard dailyand were washed in 
by the tide and rotied. The wind wasina 
direction to blow the polluted air through the 
houses. The particular spot where the little 
settlement around the cannery is situated is 
marshy and the drinking water is from wells 
which are not dug very deep. There are few 
or no cisterns there andthe wells are close 
to the vaults. These circumstances, 
together with the climatic conditions, warm 
days and cold nights, were to him in some 
measure accountabie for the presence of sick- 
ness. He did not think the cases had any con- 
nection with yellow fever. Dr. Peiaez, an 
experienced yeliow fever physician, who saw 
the patients once, pronounced the disease 
bemorrhagic malarial fever, which is very 
closely related to yellow fever. 

Even ifthe worst is true, there is no real 
danger of the spread of the disease and no pos- 
sible chance ofanepidemic. Yellow fever in 
creases by a sort of geometrical proportion 
and neverin the history of this city has an 
epidemic of yellow fever occurred where the 
first cases did not appear as eariy as July. 
There has not been a solitary case here this 
summer and itis now too late inthe season 
for the disease to get a foothold. 

The worst feature now is the pone which 
has taken hold of the 2 of the neighbor - 
hood, which has mspfred a resort to the sense 
less, cruel and inhuman shot-gun quarantine, 
to avoid which hundreds of people are 
tumbling into this city by every train. Shot- 
gun quarantine is in full force at Ocean 
Springs, Bay St. Louis and Mobile against the 
peleagured Biloxlans. Armed men board the 
trains and prevent any people who got on at 
Biloxi from alighting at these points. This is 
a cruel hardship to the traveler, but 
a fat thing for the officials, as times are dull. 
The people of Biloxi held a mass-meeting yes- 
terday and passed resolutions expressing their 
confidence in the medical intelligence and ex- 
perience of their locai physicians, denouncing 
the report of the visiting officials of New Or- 
leans and Mobile and inviting medical experts 
to inspect the alleged cases. But one new case 
is reported.

Blaine says: It seems to me to be 
the most inconsistent 1 * I have ever 
heard for men engaged in the temperance 
cause to argue in favor of taking the tax 
off whiskey.” It may beinconsistent with 
Mr. Blaine's politics, but I trust it is not 
inconsistent with his religion to pro- 
test against the Government living 
off the vices of the people. The 
liquor traffic is either right or it 
is wrong. If right it should be 
placed upon an equality with every other 
rightful business; if it is wrong there 
ought to be manhood enough in this na- 
tion to say so and suppress it. [Applause.] 
It seems to me that it is a great deal more 
consistent to demand that the Govern- 
ment shall stop 1 revenue and 
giving protection to a business that our 
consciences tell us is wrong, than 
it would be to follow Mr. Blaine’s 
plan, whereby Maine would share in the 
division of the ill-gotten gains derived

Some of His Traits and Tricks as Seen by an 
Actor.

From the time of those celebrated En- 
ish comedians, Mundon aud Liston, 
here has existed a tradition that the 
player of funny parts was, when off the 
stage, a serious, sad, almost woe-begone 
— Those actors are represented as 
aving been at heart tragedians, unluck- 
ily forced, through circumstances or some 

uliarity of face, form or voice, into 
ying to make people laugh instead of 
cry. But the modern com ,has no 
desire to affect his audience to tears, 
though, unfortunately, he may come 
near to doin 80, not in the 
way he would desire, but at the thought 
80 1 in — sng him how 
unfunny he is. nizing that his 
efforts are not as convulsing as hethinks 
they ought to be, the comedian of to-day 
0 sets to work to build up a reputation 
as a wag and a joker in private life. Ifhe 
can get his exploits of this sort into the 
newspapers he is delighted, for he believes 
that when the public reads what funn 
her Se he thinks of and does, it 
Will be in a more kindly humor to appre- 
ciate his strictly professional efforts. 
en A. Sothern, the  fa- 
mous Dundreary.“ was alive, scarcely a 
week passed without some fresh eccen- 
tricity or practical joke being inflicted 
upon the confiding public through the 
medium of the carefully instructed re- 
porter. One week it was the advertise- 
ment of the attempt of an aeronaut to de- 
scend from Trinity Church steeple ona 
bird-like flying machine; another week it 
was the famous dinner at the Gramercy 
Park Hotel, given to the husband of Ade- 
laide Neilson, when ‘‘Dan’’ Bryant, the 
minstrel, was introduced as William 
Cullen Bryant, the poet; ‘*Nelse” 
Seymour as Gov. Horatio Seymour; 
and when each guest upon sitting 
down solemniy pulled out a bowie-knife 
from the back of his neck and carefully 
laid it at the side of his plate. Then, ata 
given signal, the gas was extinguished, 
and a terrific fight was supposed to take 
place, during which the frightened En- 
glishman crawled under the table,whence, 
when order was restored, he was with dif- 
ficulty induced toemerge. Florence and 
Sothern were always playing jokes on 
euch other, and whenever they met on 
their travels one orthe other was sure to 
suffer. The writer was staying with them 
onee at the Lindell Hotel in St. Louis, 
when Florence putin an advertisement for 
a dog.the answers to which were to be sent 
to Sothern’s room. That day the office, 
stairs and passages were crowded with 
„all sorts and conditions of men,“ 
women and children, each with 
a dog. At last it was necessary 
to bring the police to the rescue, but not 
until Sothern had been waylaid by some 
of the most importunate, who insisted 
on his purchasing his freedom at rates 
varying from 50 cents to $2. But Sothern 
worked his revenge that very night. His 
jece was over early, while that of the 
lorences, The ighty Dollar,” was 
rather long. As soon as Sothern was at 
liberty—and it is probable that he hurried 
up a little—he, with all his ‘‘Dundreary’’ 
make-up and dress on, jumped into a car- 
riage and was driven as rapidly 
as possible to Pope’s Theater. 
He rushed on the stage in the 
middle of Mr. and Mrs. Florence’s last 
love scene, and so astonished the lady that 
she became speechless and unable to pro- 
ceed for several minutes, during which 
the comedian andthe audience enjoyed 
her discomfiture hugely. 

Sometimes the comedian gets unexpect- 
edly caught by some peculiarity in one or 
more of his audience, and then he does not 
relish the joke so heartily. A famous ac- 
tor wasonce annoyed by aman getting 
up to go out and ostentatiously putting on 
his great-coat before the performance was 
ended. With would-be crushing 
emphasis, the actor said to him, 
Don't sir, I haven't finished 

et.“ he imperturbable in- 
dividual repliea in an equally loud and 
clear tone, I know you haven't, but I've 
had more than enough.” Sothern played 
before an audience in a small Eastern 
town, which fiattered itself it was very 
aristocratic, and believed that the highest 
sign of good breeding was not to give any 
manifestation of delight. The first act 

in dead and awful silence. At the 
end of it Sothern spoke to the company, 
saying thatit was evident they were not 
pleasing, and that in the next act 
they must “pitch in” and “give it 
to them for all they were worth.” 
They redoubled their exertions, Dut all 
to no purpose; they might apparent- 
ly as well have been acting to a collection 
of tombstones. When the curtain fell on 
that act the manager came around and

The race of the old-fashioned low 
comedian—he of the oily and unctuous 
type, of which Burton was one of the 
favorite examples—is rapidly dying out. 
The cause is to be found in the disfavor 
or disuse of the one-act farce, and the in- 
fluence of the French dramatists, which 
has been potent upon the American stage 
during the last twelve or fifteen years. 
The best playwrights, who have laid the 
action of their plays among le in good 
society, have recognized the fact that 
mere coarse clowning is out of place and 
unnatural in the drawing-room, and 
have sought to gain the comedy relief 
needed to the serious action by wit of dia- 
logue and slight eccentricity of character 
and manner. The blows with a ‘‘stuffed 
club,’’ the padded figures, the chasing 
with shot-guns, the catching in rat-traps, 
the falling into wash-tubs, and thesmear- 
ing of faces with soot or ap through 
holes in chimneys and dark cupboards, 
have been hastily driven from the drama 
proper, and been dismissed to the variety 
stage, or that extraordinary compound of 
idiocy, vulgarity, stale music, burlesque 
and fancy dancing which has for several 
seasons overrun the country, andis known 
as the musical farce-comedy.

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Aa Archeological Collection for the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 
From the Savannah (Ga.) News. 

The Smithsonian Institution has pur- 
chased a large archzological collection 
from Mrs. Mary J. McGlashan of No. 194 
Liberty street. The purchase was made 
through Prof. John P. Rogan, Assistant 
Ethnologist at the institution. Specimens 
of all sorts of pottery, arrow heads, s 
heads, hatchets, pipes and tools used by 
the Indians are the collection. Fora 
private collection it was unusually large 
and valuable. It was made g 
the late Mr. John McGlanahan, who 
spent over thirty years in collecting the 
specimens, It is ric t specimens, 
most of which came from the upper part 
of Georgia. Nearly allof the specimens 
were found in this State. The pottery 
collection embraces bowls, vases, water- 
coolers and pi The aborigines used a 
stone pipe and a pipe made of a composi- 
tion of shells and clay baked in the fire to 
give necessary hardness. The price paid 
could not be obtained for publication. 
Prof. Rogan says, however, that the figure 
was moderate. The collection has been 
packed and shipped to Washington. 

Prof. Rogan has been connected with 
the Smithsonian Institution about four 
years. Much of that time he has been en- 
guged in examining and studying the 
works of the mound-builders. o-nigbt 
he will leave for Cartersville, where he 
will resume the examination of the group 
of mounds on Mr. Henry Tumlin's place. 
There are seven mounds in the group. 
One is very large, being sixty feet in per- 
N height. The bases cover, per- 

aps, ten acres, and the area of the top is 
about one acre. It is surrounded by large 
ditches, which still show a depth of four- 
teen feet. 

In an interesting interview yesterday 
Professor Rogan stated that the large 
mound was undoubtedly built for a place 
of retreat. On one side there is a steep, 
winding roadway almost to the top, but 
the summit can, only be reached by a lad- 
der. Thesix lesser mounds were burial 
mounds. They were all opened by Fro- 
fessor Rogan, who found skeletons in 
each one. An interesting point which his 
investigations have demonstrated almost 
to a certainty is that the Mound-builders 
of North America were not all pre-Colum- 
Dian tribes. This is quite evident from 
the discovery 0 some copper 
in one or more of the mounds. The 
copper is undoubtedly Europeau, for there 
is none like it mined in this country. The 
copper was worked into images, and one 
is of the shape of the Mexican sun god, 
which was always represented with feath- 
ers on its arms. The figures found in the 
Tumlin mounds have the feathers on the 
shoulders, whichis an approach to the 
Christian idea of angels with wings at- 
tached to the shoulders. More than this, 
the copper bears marks of having been 
worked with edged tools, some of the an- 
gies being acute, and the edges 
cleanly and smoothly cut. One 
skeleton was found with its head 
resting on a plate of copper, which 
indicated that the metal had n placed 
there at the time of burial. Some of the 
hair, too, has been preserved from decay 
by the copper. It would — have 
been a mystery where the Shawnees ob- 
tained European copper and edge-tools 
had it not been for the fortunate discovery 
recently of an old work which indicated 
that Cortez, the Spanish adventurer and 
discoverer, once passed near where Car- 
tersville now stands, and probably en- 
camped where the mounds now are. The 
large mound may have been built ages be- 
Tore work was begun on the burial 
mounds. 

Professor Rogan tells some amusing sto- 
ries of his experience. He was once at 
work examining some mounds in the west- 
erp partof North Carolma. The people 
took a great deal of interest in his business. 
After he had been at work some time his 
mail became very irregular and finally 
stopped altogether. One day a copy of 
the Philadelphia Times drifted into the 
‘town and into his hands. In looking it 
over he was greatly surprised to find pub- 
lished in full aletter which a few days be- 
fore he had written to the Smithsonian 
Institution. Even an error he made in a 
certain statement was given justas he had 
written it. The Professor hunted up 
the post-office, or what passed for 
the post-office, and he found a 
lot of children overhauling the mail 
matter. It was evident that his letters 
had been opened by the curious residents 
and in some way one of his letters had 
fallen into the hands of a newspaper cor- 
respondent. The Post-office Department 
started an investigation, and it was dis- 
covered that the Postmaster at Lovelady, 
N. C., had removed to Texas twelve years 
before and had been dead for six years. 
During all that time the community had 
been running the office on the co-opera- 
tive plan. velady Post-office was dis- 
continued. 

At another point the professor ap- 
proached afarmer and asked permission 
to open some mounds. The owner re- 
marked that he would not object, as he 
supposed the Federal Government would 
take them anyhow. Upon being informed 
that the Government waswilling to buy 
but had no 1 to seize his mounds 
the farmer immediately withdrew the 
permission toallow them to be opened. 
Some months later, when it was learned 
that the farmer’s objection was 
upon the supposition that the young 
scientist was a Yankee, the old gentle- 
man was informed that the ethnol 
was a Tennessean, the permission was im- 
mediately regranted, and the work of 
opening them willsoon be begun.

In this coun- 
try the divisions among Christians “have 
not crystallized into the hardness found 
in older nations.” The desire for unity 
was never before so strong as now 
throughout the religious world, 
representatives of different and once 
hostile camps assembli in the Church 
Congress yearly to smooth the path to har- 
consolidation. There is a grow- 
worship; the 
and fasts of the stian year are 
beginning to be observed by the bodies of 
Christians formerly bitter ip their opposi- 
tion a and the conviction extends 
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we think, that the memorialists 3 
describe the drift of opinion and senti- 
ment among Protestants, to whom, of 
course, they alone refer. Within the last 
quarter of a century, and more especial 
within the last ten years, what they 
of as metaphysical confessions of faith 
have unquestionably lost their hold on the

ymen, and with them has gone 
the prime occasion for sectarian parti- 
sanship.

Bap- 
tists, Methodists and Presbyterians are 
seeing their young people drawn away by 
the attractions of liturgy, so that churches 
which once were strong and influential 
are now falling into decadence; and vet 
they cannot call the wanderers back with 
the old denominational cries, for those 
have lost their potency. Where we/are, 
the reply is, we get in substance the same 
religion, and we find a worship more 
agreeable to our tastes and more satis- 
factory to our hearts. 

The younger generation of ministers, 
too, are poor partisan leaders for these 
denominations. They find that the more 
catholic they are in their opinions the 
more acceptable they become the ma- 
jority of their congregations, and the 
more successful they are likely to be in 
drawing recruits from among the 
young, who have in their keeping the 
future of churches from which death is 
rapidly removing the gray-headed stick- 
lers for the doctrines and usages of the 
past. There is also less devotion than for- 
merly to the mere denominational organ- 
ization, and the question comes up whether 
it is worth while, as a practical matter, 
to keep up the old divisions when a single 
. system will accomplish the desired 
Odject. 

Ot all denominations outside of Episco- 
palianism the most tenacious of its separ- 
ate existence has been the Baptist, and 
yet we find in the last number of the Fo- 
rum an article from a Baptist, who con- 
fesses that he and many of his brethren 
are getting tired of their exclusive posi- 
tion. The more we remove the special 
distinctions that separate us, says this 
Baptist, ‘‘the more unobstructed . will 
be the union based upon those 
grander elements which we have in.com- 
mon.’’ He describes the Methodists as di- 
vided from the Episcopalians by an air- 
line simply—‘‘a difference in the atmos- 
phere’’—and the Episcopalians from many 
other Christians by ‘‘a line of prayer- 
books only,’’ but the Baptists as cut off 
from all be ee over which he sug- 
gests that the time has tome for putting a 
few convenient bridges. We see, there- 
fore, that even this exclusive denomina- 
tion is at last waking up to the advantages 
of Christian union. 

And the time does, in truth, seem to ap- 
proach when such union may be practi- 
cable, for itis evident that the conflict of 
opinions which brought about Protestant 
division has lot its bitterness, even where 
it has pot ceased altogether. But Pro- 
testant union will be only a step toward 
the fulfillment of the prayer of the Master 
that all may be one,” toward the nder 
union of Catholic and Protestant under 
the banner of the Cross.

VICTORIA! MOROSINI-SCHILLING’S LAST BID 
FOR NOTORIETY. 


The Broker’s Daughter Takes French Leave 
of Her Humble Hubby—Schilling Claims 
His Wife Robbed Him- Is it an Elopement 
or a Reconciliation?—The Boston Rubber 
Man—How the Fair Victoria Made Love to 
Ernest.

NEW YorK, September 3.—The eldest 
daughter of Giovanni P. Morosini, who created 
such a sensation a year ago by running away 
with her father’s coachman, Ernest Schilling, 
has made another bid for notoriety by taking 
French leave of her husband and going off 
with a Boston man. At least, this is the in- 
formation that Ernest Schilling gives to the 
public. 

When Schilling got home from 
car-stables last Wednesday night, Vic- 
toria was not there to meet 
him as usual. „1 found everything 
upside down,’’ said Schilling yesterday in 
telling the story. ‘‘She had packed up all 
her dresses and personal effects and sent 
them away by an expres®@man. The express- 
man left her trunk at a stable on Sixty-ninth 
street. Notonly did she take all her effects, 
but she took the bank book of our joint sav- 
ings in the Greenwich Savings Bank, in Sixth 
avenue, amounting to about $1,100. The 
money was deposited in her name. She lett 
no word whatever—no letter, no good-by of 
any kind. She left me destitute, with- 
out a dollar. She even broke open my 
little desk and took away my papers, my bills, 
my receipts.’’ : 

Mr. Schilling was sitting in his room at 248 
West Thirty-ninth street as he was telling this 
story. Tes. he continued, ‘‘My wife has 
gone away with another man, and I shall have 
no more to do with her. 

**Do you know who he is?’’

The belief that ene has been reconciled to 
her parents is based upon an asserted know!l- 
edge by certain parties of the efforts which 
Mr. Morosiniis said to have been making for 
the past seven or eight weeks to bring his 
daughter back into the fold of the family. An 
effort was made four weeks ago when ex- 
Senator Keirnan, a Wall Street man and 
an intimate friend of Morosini, sent 
fora prominent member of the Casino Uom- 
pany and asked him to use bis influence to get 
her to listen to her parents’ appeal. The gen- 
tleman said in reply that he didn’t think he 
had any influnece with her, and whether he 
had or not he refused to have anything to do 
with the reconciliation. Tue effort was not, 
however, abandoned after this failure. Itis 
declared that Victoria was approached in 
other ways and through other sources than 
her friends at the Casino, where she seems 
not to have made many friends, as she 
kept her own counsel closely. The mysterious 
young man who was seen walking with Victo- 
ria on Broadway is now said,from the descrip- 
tion, to have been her own brother, and the 
companionship of the two was onlyin fur- 
therance of the father’s desire to have his 
daughter restored to him.

PARIS CHAT. 


EKING OUT AN EXISTENCE PICKING UP 
CIGAR AND CIGARETTE STUMPS.

The Collections Cut, Dried and Sold to Werk- 
ingmen and Wine Shops for Smoking To- 
bacco—Anecdotes Relative to the Life, 
Pleasures and Peculiarities of the Late 
King Ludwig—A Novel Theatrical Enter- 

' prise—Coquelin’s American Tour.

New Tonk, September 3.—The Paris 
correspondent of a morning paper 
under date ot August 16 writes asfollows: I 
have often wondered, and doubtless a great 
many people wondered with me, what the en- 
terprising beggars and starvelings did with 
their cigar stumps and cigarette stamps that 
they watched so keenly, sweeping down on 
their dirty prey even amid the carriage 
wheels. Someone hasrecently investigated 
this shading of Paris life, and the information 
gleaned from all sorts of sources is somewhat 
interesting. In the first place, it seems there 
is very little money in the business; its weary 
followers pay no tax to the Govern- 


ment and the police wink at 
this form of misery in tattered 
regimentals. The bands of vagabonds—for 


they live several together in one room in the 
tar - away outskirts—start out just before dawn. 
They have to search through their prescribed 
quarters before the street sweepers begin their 
task, and as there is little to collect in one 
locality they must make steamboat speed and 
get over as much ground as possible. On 
coming back to his so-called home, the to- 
bacco-gatherer has to prepare his goods for 
market at once, as his merchandise can resist 
no dilatory waste of time. The cigar stumps 
have to be cut into thin slices and laid out on 
paper to dry in a current of air, but not in the 
sun, which would soon reduce them into 
wortnless powder. The cigarette bits are also 
displayed tothe air. While the breeze car- 


ries off the strong smell our weary toiler rests 
or eats an odd bit of bread to make his hun- 
ger be patient until the time comes for his

always providing he can earn it by his sales. 
All the most active members can pick up at 
one gois a half pound, and it cannot bring 
over 30 cents, and usually it brings much less.

Even the wine shops buy this 
tobacco, Children also drive a thriving con. 
merce, for the prices never change. It is soid 
for what it is and nothing more, and 
there is rarely any dispute, even as 
to weight. The principal localities for these 
markets arc the Rue Maubert, the Rue du 
Temple and the Parc Monceau. Ali the horri- 
ble creatures who suddealy pop up at theater 
doors in winter to open your carriages belong 
to the tobacco pick-ups; also the men idling 
about the railroads, who give help in trunk- 
moving. There are about two hundred of 
themin Paris. They are well known tothe 
police, and once their identity and honesty are 
established no one interferes with the quiet 
pursuit of their calling. 

THE LATE KING OF*RAVARIA. 

There still seems to be no lack of souvenirs 
and anecdotes relative to the life, the pleas- 
ures and peculiarities of the late unfortunate 
King of Bavaria. It would seem that the 
Prince was a thorough German and nothing 
butaGerman. He bought works of art from 
France, but they were almost always an- 
tiquities, and all the new works created in his 
palace were executed by Germans. They 
never saw their patron. He would approve 
their projects and visit the fina) realization st 
nightandalone. Ifthe work failed to please 
him, it was torn down and destroyed and 
something else ordered at once to take its 
place. e detested genre paintin and 
historical productions. When his people saw 
him for the last time, in 1876, he had already 
vowed stern hatred. of the entire human 
race, and especially the fair sex. His 
marriage with the present Duchesse d’Alen- 
con being broken off, he would only see occa- 
sionally his mother and the Empress of 
Austria. He pretended to be and did live for 
years as Lohengrin, He sailed about the waters 
of his lake in a swan-boat, but when he de- 
cided to goto the moon he hadan immense 
reservoir built on the top of his chateau in 
Munich. Here he journeyed all in silver 
armor; he wanted the water to be made biue 
and less transparent. Some one decided to 
throw in it vitriol, but this attacked 
the copper lining, and the water finally 
inundated the apartments below. he 
King was not allowed to know this; his attend- 
ants trembled before his anger. It strikes me 
that the King, after all, was easily fooled. 
Then the child wanted waves, so a machine 
was invented to make waves, and as no noise 
must be heard bis servants were obliged to 
turn the wheels instead of using steam power. 
The waves were soon voted too small, so the 
machinery was enlarged, andthe waves also. 
Then the boat upset andthe King took a bath 
and nearly killed everybody when he came 
out. This was the end to existence of 
Lohengrin. Then, the story goes, he wanted 
to become a flying mountain spirit. He hada 
sort of chariot made and suspended on long 
poles; these were carried by footmen wearing 
thick felt shoes. Then he wanted a flying ma- 
chine, which at the outset killed the peasant 
whom the King had ordered to try the inven- 
tion. He was thoughtful and painstaking in 
his household punishments, and made a point 
of varying their infliction. Sometimes he 
wonld pour boiling tea down the backs of the 
offenders, or else see that the whippings were 
given to a nicety.
